son was chairman, to determine \vhy 
there was such a wide spread be- 
tween the price the producer pets 
for his product, and what the con- 
sumer pars. 
The findings of this 


committee filled four large volumes, 
and proved that a smaller toll was 
paid the wholesale srocer than has 
been suspected, even by many of the 
grocers themselves, and" that profits 


In closing I-wish to quote from 


an article written by Representative 
Sydney Anderson appearing in the 
January issue of the "Nation's Bus- 
iness." 
Mr. Anderson was chair- 


man of the congressional joint com- 
mittee of aericiiltnral inquiry. 
To 


illustrate one of the points in 
his 


article he stated: 


"Suppose Mrs. Jones goes to the 


retail store and purchases a package 
of rolled oats, for which she pays 
20 cents. 
Mrs. Jones has been in- 


formed that the farmer's price for 
oats at the time of her purchase was 
32 cents per bushel, or 1 cent 
a 


pound. 
Mrs. -Jones could not see 


how the oats in the package could 
possibly cost more than three 
or 


four cents, and she could not help 
wondering where the other sixteen 
cents went. 


"Had 
she inquired ot the joint 


commission 
of agricultural inquiry 


she would have learned that of the 
20 cents she paid for the rolled oats 
the retailer got 4.2 cents, of which 
3.2 cents represented his experses. 
and 1 cent his profit; the wholesaler 
who sold the rolled oats to the retail- 
er received 1.8 cents, of which 1.5 
cents represented expenses and 
.3
